FIRE COMPANY TO 
ENLARGE BUILDING 



Building Committee Author- 
ized to Proceed With 
$20,000 Project. 



FRONT TO BE WIDENED 



Served 26 Years 



At the regular meeting of the 
Narberth Fire Company last 
Tuesday evening, the Building 
Committee was authorized to 
make additions and alterations to 
the fire house not to exceed 
.$20,000. About forty members 
were present to bear E. C. Gris- 
wold, chairman of the Building 
Committee, describe the plans for 
the alterations and additions to the 
present building. 

The plan as presented by Mr. 
Griswold was drawn up by George 
B. Suplee. Superintendent of 
Public Works, and carries the en- 
dorsement of Council and the rec- 
ommendation of the Building 
Committee. The committee was 
unanimously authorized to go 
ahead with* the work of securing 
an architect to prepare the actual 
building plans and to borrow the 
necessary funds to accomplish the 
work. Building operations will 
commence as soon as the specifi- 
cations are completed. 

The plan involves the building 
out of the front where the present 
sidewalk leads in. and an addition 
at the rear of twenty-three feet in 
depth and the full width of the 
building. This widening of the 
front will enable the apparatus to 
be placed abreast in the engine 
room- A basement will be put 
under the front addition, which 
will contain the heating boiler and 
lavatories. A new four-foot stair- 
way will lead to the basement and 
the second floor, while the present 
stairway will be torn out to pro- 
vide a police room. 

On the second floor over the ad- 
dition will be the permanent office 
of the Superintendent of Public 
Works. The front of the old build- 
ing will be made into a new 
Council chamber twenty-eight feet 
square. This will provide suitable 
quarters for Council as the old 
room was poorly ventilated and in- 
adequate in size. Elm hall will 
remain the same size, however, 
despite the cutting off of the front. 
This is to be accomplished by 
moving the stage back to the new 
addition in the rear. Cloak rooms 
for ladies and gentlemen, together 
with toilet facilities, will be in- 
stalled on the second floor. 
The present kitchen remains un- 
changed. Two dressing rooms 
will also be put in to one side of 
the stage over the rear addition. 

On the first floor no changes are 
contemplated in the club room, 
while the old Council chamber 
will be turned into a game room 
tor the devotees of pinochle. The 
janitor's room remains the same 
and the boiler room will be con- 
verted into a storeroom. 

The new addition at the rear 
contains a small hall :U feet by 
•21 feet <> inches, with kitchen facil- 
ities.

The 
Narberth pumper was in action 
and its lines of hose in use on the 
second and third floors. The Nar- 
berth Company answered the 
third alarm at "(UU P. M., Chief 
Noel and 25 men participating. It 
was 2 o'clock in the morning be- 
fore the men were back at Nar- 
berth. Hot coffee, rolls and sand- 
wiches were gotten in a hurry for 



them. 

The rumor that Narberth was 
without fire protection at that 
time was entirely unwarranted. 
Regular Philadelphia companies 
were detailed to cover the dis- 
tricts whose own apparatus was 
at the fire. These were stationed 
at Ardmore, Cynwyd and Bryn 
Mawr. In case of an alarm at 
Narberth it would have taken the 
apparatus at Cynwyd just three 
minutes to be on the spot. The 
men in these special details were 
ready in uniform to respond to 
anv "alarms in the district.

There is likely to be a conflict 
of interests at the public hearing 
on the street widening ordinance, 
to be held in Elm Hall next Wed- 
nesday evening at S o'clock. The 
business men of the town, possibly 
acting through the Chamber of 
Commerce, will be inclined to 
favor the proposal, but it is not 
unlikely that some of the property 
owners affected will see it in a dif- 
ferent light. There should be 
also some expression of the de- 
tached point of view of property 
owners and tax payers who are 
neither local business men nor 
property owners in the region af- 
fected. In fact, that detached 
opinion may be the most valuable 
of all. 

This expectation of differing 
viewpoints is the reason why this 
public hearing is being held by the 
Law and Ordinance Committee of 
Council, of which Councilman 
Bates is the chairman. The ordi- 
nance as introduced and as passed 
first reading provides for setting 
back the curbline ten feet on each 
side of Essex, Forrest and Nar- 
berth avenues between Haverford 
and Windsor avenues. 

'J'h is ordinance if finally passed 
as now written would not mean 
that those three blocks would im- 
mediately be widened ten feet on 
each side. It would simply have 
the effect of setting back the 
building line ten feet, making it 
impossible for any new buildings 
to be projected beyond the new 
building line and also impossible 
for any buildings which at present 
project beyond that line to be ex- 
tensively repaired Or altered; The 
result would be that ultimately all 
would be back to the new line and 
those streets could be widened

This ordinance is principally a 
provision for the future and would 
have no immediate effect exce t 
that it would restrict to a certain 
degree the business development 
of the properties involved. The 
chances are that all of those prop- 
erties would become more valu- 
able for business purposes if they 
were facing on streets which gave 
setter parking facilities than are 
now available anywhere else on 
the Main Line. 

There seems to be a general be- 
lief that such an ordinance ought 
to have been passed some years 
ago before the Narberth National 
Bank building was erected on 
Essex avenue and before the pres- 
ent development took place on 
Narberth avenue. Obviously, con- 
tinued development in the imme- 
diate future will render the possi- 
bility of street widening more re- 
mote or even impossible, if some- 
thing is not done at this time. In 
fact, this appears to be the last op- 
portunity that the people of Nar- 
berth will have to decide once and 
for all whether they wish to de- 
velop a business center of wide 
streets.

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County Tax Rate Will Be Raised 

To Four Mills to Pay For Annex 



Montgomery county's tax rate 
will be raised from three to four 
mills this year. 

Although the Board of County 
Commissioners — Daniel Stout, 
Samuel D. Crawford and Dr. J. 
Rein Kcelor — is silent on the deci- 
sion reached this week it is said they 
will make a formal announcement 
of the tax rate increase on or before 
February 15. 

Viewing it as best business meth- 
ods, the commissioners have decid- 
ed to raise the $1,000,000 required 
for the erection of the Court House 
annex by direct taxation instead of 
floating bonds to provide the funds 
for this county improvement. 

The decision came as a surprise 
to many county oolitical leaders who 
await the formal announcement of 
the raise with misgivings. They 
contend that some voters will feel 
campaign promises of economy are 
being violated and that many of 
these may be alienated. 

County Controller Irwin is also 
said to have expressed opposition to 
the increase in conversations with 
Lower Merion acquaintances at 
Norristown this week. Mis stand, it 
was claimed, was that the county 
would be getting several hundred 
thousand dollars in extra revenue 
this year on increased triennial as- 
sessments. This money would be 
available for use on the annex, par- 
ticularly as contracts for the build- 
ing and first payments on the job 
would probably not be completed 
until near the end of 1928. By that 
time increased income for the next 
year would be available. 

Though this is said to be I\Ir. Ir- 
win's stand, he has not yet made 
public announcement as to whether 
he favors or opposes the increase. 

Announcement that the commis- 
sioners will levy an additional tax 
of one mill for the next two years 
and pay the entire cost of the Court 
annex was expected. It is stated 
the taxable property this year would 
total $260,000,000. which will pro- 
vide, due to the increase $260,000 
additional county funds a year. It 
is M^hr-.ved tin* viinut;- -omci:*K wril 
he able to revert to the lliriv-inili 
tax in 1030. 

The commissioners have their side 
of the story all ready for presenta- 
tion. Montgomery, they declare, is 
a rich county. It has public im- 
provements in the form of roads, 
bridges and public institutions 
which equal those of any other 
county in the State. All this has 
been acquired under a low tax rate 
— low compared with many other 
counties. 

There is virtually no public debt, 
they contend. To create one will 
involve sinking funds and interest 
payments. They have figured that 
30 years of interest payment on 
bonds will bring the total cost of 
the annex — principal and interest — 
above $2,000,000. A bond program 
can easily become a habit, they as- 
sert, and succeeding Administra- 
tions might well seize pretexts to 
pile up additional public debts. 

When the county rate is kited an 
extra mill and if the Lower Merion 
township rate is made VI mills as it 
likely will be, property owners here 
will .pay a total of 31 mills or $3.10 
taxes on every hundred dollars of real 
estate valuation. This will be divided 
into four mills county tax, 1:> mills 
township and 15 mills" school tax. 

As the township rate will likely 
he reduced one-fourth mill, tax- 
payers here will pay three-fourth's of 
a mill more if the county increase 
goes through. 

County Needs $2,231,032. 

County Controller William C. Irvin 
has submitted to the County Commis- 
sioners a detailed estimate of receipts 
and expenditures of Montgomery 
county for 19:2S, 

In all the departments Controller 
Irvin has allowed for an increase in

Highway Skirting City 
Will Be Urged 

A super-highway, to swing 
through traffic around Philadelphia 
on its route to points North and 
south, as well as that to Trenton, 
Camden, Wilmington, Baltimore 
and Washington, will be recom- 
mended in a report soon to be pub- 
lished by the Regional Planning 
Federation of the Tri-State District, 
according to an announcement this 
week by Colonel Samuel Price 
Wethcrill, president of the Federa- 
tion. 

The report is the work of the 
/Federation's Highway Committee, 
of which George S. Webster, en- 
gineer of the Delaware River Bridge 
and former chief engineer of Phila- 
delphia, is the chairman. The 
project, the report will state, wi_ 
prevent the clogging up of the city's 
"bottle neck" highways by passenger 
and commercial automobiles en- 
deavoring to move fast through the 
congested area. The new super 
highway has been planned as a linl 
in the contemplated Washington 
boulevard, which will parallel the 
Atlantic coast from Maine to Flori- 
da, and which will eventually link- 
up with the Pan-American highway 
system through Latin America to 
South America as recommended by 
President Coolidge. 

"Routes for passing through 
Philadelphia without piercing its 
congested center/* said Colonel 
Wetherill, "have long been recog 
nized as among the most pressing 
needs of the '1 ri-State District of 
New Jersey. Delaware and Pennsyl- 
vania.

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To Hold Mass-Meetings to Boost 
Parks Plan—Seek Land Donations 



Plans for mass meetings to in- 
terest all the residents of Lower 
Mcrion in a public parks system, 
and the appointment of a sub- 
committee to interview large 
property owners with the view of 
encouraging donations of land for 
parks were the high lights of the 
second meeting of the Joint Civic 
Clubs Parks Committee held last 
Thursday afternoon at the head- 
quarters of the Community 
Health and Civic Association on 
Athens avenue, Ardmore. Rich- 
ard J. Hamilton of the Ardmore 
Chamber of Commerce, chairman 
of the committee, presided. 

Mr. Hamilton, Colonel Samuel 
Price Wetherill, Jr., president of 
the Tri-State Regional Planning 
Federation, and Howard Strong, 
of Narberth, another Regional 
planning director, addressed the 
meeting. 

"The time has come for arous- 
ng public interest in Lower 
Merion's park problem, " Mr. 
Hamilton said. "This can be ac- 
complished in two ways: (1) by 
each organization interested in 
the project allotting a period for 
discussion of the park problem at 
its next meeting, and if possible 
securing a representative of the 
Regional Planning Federation to 
talk on the subject; (2) by mass 
meetings to be held at various 
times and places in the township." 

Following Mr. Hamilton's sug- 
gestion it was decided to hold the 
first of the proposed mass meet- 
ings in the Junior High School in 
Ardmore some time in February. 
To this all organizations in the 
township will be invited. The 
general public will also be invited. 
Mr. Strong was appointed to the 
committee to make arrangements 
for meeting, 

Mr. Strong in addressing the 
delegates expressed enthusiasm at 
the entire project and told of what 
the West Chester county suburbs 
of New York City had accom- 
plished in the creation of a com- 
prehensive park system. He pro- 
mised to make efforts to secure 
a member of the West Chester 
County Park" Commission, to ad- 
dress the public meeting at the 
high school in February . 

Colonel Samuel P. Wetherill, 
another speaker, called attention to 
the desirability of a park system 
along the Mill Creek in back of 
Ardmore. This section, it was 
declared, is one of unrivaled 
natural beauty and could easily be 
made into another Wissahickon. 
It was suggested that owners of 
properties abutting along Mill 
Creek be directly invited to attend 
future meetings of the park com- 
mittee in order that their interest 
in the project might be ascertain- 
ed. 

Before the end of the meeting a 
special sub-committee composed 
of Major Alfred M. Collins, chair- 
man; Robert W. Lesley, Samuel 
Rea and Colonel Wetherill was ap- 
pointed to investigate the matter 
of acquiring ground for a parks 
system. This committee among 
her things will see if donations 
of land may not be secured from 
interested public spirited resi- 
dents or perhaps whether arrange- 
ments can be made for the pur- 
chase of desirable park land at 
nominal prices. 

The meeting of the Joint Civic 
Clubs Parks Committee last week 
was the second to be held within 
the last month, Following the 
first, all civic organizations of the 
township were invited to appoint 
regular delegates to represent 
them at future sessions.

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DR. GRANT HEADS 
NEW EXPEDITION 



Noted Archeologist Sails for 
Three Months of Ex- 
cavating. 



BACKED BY HAVERFORD 



Dr. Elihu Grant, professor of 
Biblical literature at Haverford 
College and internationally known 
authority on Palestinian peoples, 
sailed from New York Wednesday 
at the head of another archeological 
expedition sponsored by the col- 
lege. 

The expedition will uncover the 
ruins of the ancient Philistine 
city of Beth Shamesh, about 20 
miles west of Jerusalem and near 
the modern village of Ain Shems. 
It lies on the railroad line be- 
tween Jerusalem and Jaffa and is 
in the valley of the Sorek River. 

According to Dr. Grant, the 
work to be carried out there 
should prove of value in solving 
the Philistine mystery that has 
long baffled archeologists and 
historians. Little is known of the 
origin or culture of the Philistine 
people. What is known about 
them is largely contained in the 
Old Testament. 

It has been determined that the 
Philistines were a trading people, 
possibly related to the Phoenici- 
ans, with a league of commercial 
cities. As Beth Shamesh was one 
of the metropolitan centers of 
Philistine life, Dr. Grant is of the 
opinion that the Haverford ex- 
pedition will reveal hitherto un- 
known facts concerning their cul- 
ture and the manners and cus- 
toms of their daily lives. 

In Jerusalem he will be joined by 
Dr. Clarence S. Fisher, scientific 
adviser of the American School of 
Oriental Research, and by Neal 
Carlisle, an American student 
now engaged ift archeological re- 
search work in Paris. 

A Palestinian and four Egyp- 
tian archeological experts, who 
will assist in the direction of the 
field work, have been employed, 
and these, with native laborers, 
will complete the party. Dig- 
ging is expected to begin about 
March 1, and will continue for 
three months, or until hot 
weather puts a stop to it.

Had to Relay t-ines.

The tremendous 
demand put on the water supply sys- 
tem when the pumping engines of 
many companies got hooked up, cut 
the water pressure. Chief Parsons, of 
Bryn Mawr, who was in general 
charge, at the outbreak, stated there 
was enough pressure for two water 
lines, but when several companies 
commenced pumping, the supply fell.

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Earlv in September. 1921. the 
idea of a Lutheran church inNar- 
berth was conceived. The initial 
meeting on October 12, held for the 
purpose of discussion, was attended 
by eight persons, each of whom 
strongly believed in the possibilities 
(if a Lutheran Church in this vicin- 
ity. Canvassing committees were 
organized under the direction of Dr. 
Sikis D. Daugherty. synodical su- 
perintendent of the Kast Pennsyl- 
vania svnod of the United Lutheran 
Church in America, As a result of 
this canvass, 85 names were secured 
for charter membership in the new 
church. With this encouragement 
the first public service was held on 
December 18, 1921, in the Y. M. 
C. A. Building, on which occasion 
the sermon was preached by Dr. D. 
Burt Smith, secretary-treasurer of 
the Svnodical Board. From this 
point 'forward throughout the fol- 
lowing year services were conducted 
regularly by Dr. Daugherty and 
supplies secured by him. 

The formal organization of the 
proposed Lutheran Church was ef- 
fected January 15, 1922, with 90 
enrolled" for membership. The con- 
stitution provided by the United 
Lutheran Church in America for 
the organization of churches was 
adopted and the name "The Holy 
Trinity Evangelical Luther a n 
Church of Narberth, Pa.," was de- 
cided upon. "The Common Service 
Book" was purchased and used in 
the services. Two weeks later, Jan- 
uary 29, the applicants for member- 
ship were received into church and 
the first Holy Communion was ad- 
ministered. To complete the or- 
ganization a church council of 
seven members was elected on Feb- 
ruary 19 and installed the following 
Sunday. At the same time the hour 
for worship was changed from 3 
P. ]\I. to 10.45 A. M. 

The next big step was the birth of 
the Bible school on March 5, 1922. 
From the very beginning, under 
wise, sincere and earnest leadership, 
the school grew. The service on 
the preceding Christmas, attempted 
by the interested parties of the pro- 
posed Bible school, was very well 
rendered in spite of the fact that 
the church had not yet been for- 
mally organized, much less a Bible 
school. So on the date of organi- 
zation the confidence of the leaders 
was rewarded by having 33 pupils 
enrolled/ six classes formed and a 
superintendent elected. From that 
beginning the school has grown to 
the present membership of 129, se- 
nior and junior departments with an 
efficient corps of 15 teachers. 

This restlessness to be doing 
something as manifested by the or- 
ganization of the Bible school 
presaged the need of permanent 
leadership. To this end the con- 
gregation invited Rev. IVI. E. Mc- 
Linn to become its pastor. He ac- 
cepted the call extended him and 
the beginning of the year 1923 saw 
him happily installed in the new 
•parish as its first pastor. 

The coming of the new pastor

The work on the structure pro- 
ceeded steadily. From the removal 
of the first spade of earth to the 
driving of the last nail the mem- 
bership joyfully watched the prog- 
ress of the work that was to give, 
them a church home that was ar- 
chitecturally beautiful and invitingly 
w orshipful The work was com- 
pleted and the churchly edifice was 
dedicated on May 24, 1925. fol- 
lowed by a week of services in 
praise to God. 

The happy congregation pro- 
gressed in their new home. The 
church choir became more efficient ; 
Senior and Junior Luther Leagues 
were organized ; all the older or- 
ganizations seemed to have taken on 
new life. Things were going along 
very smoothly until Dr. McLinn's 
health began' to fail in the early 
summer of 1926. The congrega- 
tion granted him a leave of absence 
for the summer with the hope that 
lie would be restored to health and 
return in the fall to resume his 
duties. Me did return in the fall, 
but not fully recovered. His condi- f i ,a 3 
tion became worse under the burden 
until he was compelled to lay down 
his beloved work in January, 1927. 
With a proper recognition of the 
services he had rendered and re- 
grets that his health would not per- 
mit further service, his resigna- 
tion was accepted. 

A committee was appointed to se- 
cure supplies for the new church 
and cast around for a permanent 
pastor. A call was issued to Cletus 
A. Sen ft. a senior at the theological 
seminary at Gettysburg, who had 
ably served the congregation the 
previous summer during the ab- 
sence of Dr. McLinn, to become 
their pastor after his graduation 
from the seminary in May. On 
March 1 1 the favorable reply of 
Mr. Sen ft was received. Steps were 
then taken to secure a regular sup- 
ply through the spring until Pastor 
Sen ft arrived on the field June 1.

Anderson Recalls Days of Hay 

Wagons, Before Township Began 



"Yes, there were only half a 
dozen police on the Lower Mer- 
ion force in those days, but they 
were enough at that time. You 
see, the township wasn't so pop- 
ulous in those days." 

The speaker fingered his white 
mustache reminiscently. He was 
George C. Anderson, for forty 
years a resident of Ardmore, for 
twenty-six of those years secre- 
tary of the Lower Merion Town- 
ship Commission. 

Appointed in 1902, Mr. Ander- 
son has served the township con- 
tinuously from that date and is 
now one of its oldest public of- 
ficials. Wednesday, which was 
February ], marked the end of his 
twenty-sixth year as secretary to 
the township. It also marked the 
day on which the veteran official 
exchanged duties with his assist- 
ant, Evan L. James, in accordance 
with a change authorized by the 
township board at its last meeting. 

The day might have been the 
occasion for a pause or a brief va- 
cation — but Mr. Anderson was too 
busy. There were papers to be 
made ready for the township's tax 
hearing in court on Friday. There 
was a lot of work — time was short. 

.Mr. Anderson paused a moment 
and that was the opportunity for 
a question. He was the first sec- 
retary chosen bv the new town- 
ship? 

"No, 1 moved to Ardmore in the 
nineties to make my home on 
Cricket avenue, but I wasn't elect- 
ed until ]!K)2. Mr. Joseph M. 
Wilson, of the firm of Wilson 
l'ros. & Co., Philadelphia engi- 
neers and architects, was the first 
township secretary, '•' Mr. Ander- 
son said. **] was their bookkeeper 
for a score of years after having 
served Mr. Wilson three years as 
private secretary when he was an 
official of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. The railroad's Philadelphia 
offices at that time were on Fourth 
street below Walnut." 

"Mr. Wilson was elected secre- 
tary when the township was form- 
ed in 11)00/' Mr. Anderson con- 
tinued. "When he resigned in 
1002 I was appointed." 

Mr. Anderson reminisced: 

"The township was different in 
those old days when I first moved 
here. There were cow pastures 
and hay wagons throughout most 
of the township at the beginning 
of the century. As for roads — 
well, the first road ordinance was 
not passed until 1913. It was for 
the paving of Cricket avenue, 
which, I believe, has not been 
touched since. 

"The population of the township in 
the days of its beginning was about 
13,000. Now it is variously esti- 
mated from 30,000 to 40,000. 

"At the beginning of the century, 
we used the horse and buggy method 
of transportation and all the Main 
Line trains were steam, of course. 
Then came the electrification of the 
Pennsylvania Main Line to Paoli, and 
automobiles and good roads — and 
traffic regulations. 

Things Have Changed. 

"The police force which had such 
a humble beginning, it had one chief 
and his men numbered six, has grown 
to a force of G5 men with a superin- 
tendent, two lieutenants and four 
sergeants. We have building restric- 
tions and zoning regulations, garbage 
collections and sanitary sewers. The 
open country and farm land of old 
Lower Merion — most of it has gone 
It is now a well-settled and prosperous 
suburban residential section, with 
many business enterprises, banks and 
organizations. It is also the wealthiest 
township in the State. Yes, things 
have changed . . ." 

In 1902, when Mr. Anderson began 
his long period of public service upon 
his election as secretary on January 
18 of that year, Algernon B. Roberts, 
of Bala, was president of the township 
commission. He had succeeded Silas 
Jones, who was the first president 
from 1900 to 1002. At that time there 
were nine township commi sioners as 
compared to the 13 at present. Those 
nine were William E. Barrett, John S. 
Clarke, Richard J. Hamilton, Silas 
Jones, Frank Read, Algernon B. 
Roberts, Horace W. Smedley, George 
Sullivan and William F. Whelan. 

Since 1902 commissioners came and 
went, but each year George Ander- 
son was reappointed to serve the 
board of township rulers. Their first 
meetings were held in two rooms of 
the old Merion Title and Trust Com* 
pany Building, on Lancaster avenue 
Ardmore. for which we paid a rental 
of $:J7 a month." Mr. Anderson re- 
called with a twinkle. 

"We've had to put up with some 
pretty cramped quarters/' he went on 
"The township grew too fast for us 
and we had to keep enlarging the 
scope of our work all the time. Why 
just in the seven years that Evan 
James was assistant secretary, the as- 
sessed value of township real estate 
has been doubled !" 

When the commissioners finally saw 
their way clear to erect the handsome 
township building at 75 East Lan- 
caster avenue, Ardmore, it was George 
Anderson who laid the cornerstone for 
the new building, assisted by Engineer 
of Sewers Hartman K. Calvert, John 
S G. Dunne, Superintendent of High- 



ways, is the oldest township employee. 

He had charge of roads when the 

township government was organized. 

Had Lots of Work. 

"There have been times when I 
have been pretty busy," Mr. Ander- 
son admitted, when asked about his 
experiences in office. "For 18 years, 
you know, I prepared the financial 
reports of the township, and had 
charge of all the bookkeeping detail, 
until Mr. James became assistant sec- 
retary." 

in addition to having been secre- 
tary of the township commission, Mr. 
Anderson holds the same post for the 
Lower Merion Health Board. He is a 
charter member of the Merion Fire 
Company in Ardmore and was its first 
secretary. 

Completing his secretaryships is his 
post for the Board of Trustees of the 
Matthew Simpson Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, Ardmore, He is a charter 
member of the church, and is super- 
intendent emeritus of its Sunday 
School. 

Mr. Anderson is also Registrar of 
Vital Statistics for the township and 
for Xarbcrth.

Highway Department Uses 

1 00 Men and Six Plows 

for Work. 



Earl\- Sunday morning saw 
Lower Merion \s street cleaners at 
work* after the young blizzard 
that invaded the Main Line over 
the week-end had done its worst. 
One hundred men working full 
time were employed on the job, 
and did not complete it until last 
night. 

The business streets in Ardmore 
received the first attention of the 
township highway department, ac- 
cording to John S. G. Dunne, 
veteran superintendent. All parts 
of the township were given relief 
later when the shovellers were 
divided into several gangs, one 
group for each section . 

Fifty men employed on road 
building during good weather 
were supplemented by 50 others 
in the township, who were em- 
ployed Monday. Supervising 
their labors were seven foremen of 
the highway department. 

Six township trucks, five of 
which were equipped with plows, 
were used to clear the roads. 
Another plow, hired temporarily, 
also was put in use, early in the 
week. 

Approximately 130 miles of 
township highways were made 
passable as fast as the highway 
workers could make them so, with 
a clearance of about 14 feet. Roads 
in Gladwyne and West M-anayunk 
were the most difficult to open, 
but few complaints were received 
by the township authorities from 
motorists in these sections, and 
the roads were cleared as quickly 
as possible, this week. 

Probably the most difficult 
stretch of road was Conshohocken 
State road through which a way 
had to be made from Mill Creek 
road, Ardmore, to Conshohocken. 

State Highway Department 
plows made quick work of mak- 
ing a passage for traffic along 
Lancaster Pike Saturday and Sun- 
day, but when they piled the snow 
along the sides of the pike, many 
objections were made. 

Ardmore and Bryn Mawr busi- 
ness men along the pike objected 
to the drifts in the curbs that 
greeted their patrons Monday and 
throughout the week. Lower 
Merion cleaners were kept too 
busy opening townships roads to 
remove these Lancaster Pike 
drifts and they remained except 
in front of those stores whose 
owners undertook to have the 
accumulation removed at their 
own expense.

Eight permits were issued during 
the week, at a cost of $57,065. Six 
were for alterations and additions. Mc- 
Williams & Meloney secured a per- 
mit to build a $6700 dwelling and 
garage in their Penn Wynne develop- 
ment. Andrew D. McNaughton, State 
road, Gladwyne, has a permit to build 
a small greenhouse on his proprcrty, 
at a cost of $150. 

Alterations were authorized as fol- 
lows: C. T. Ludingtom tool house, 
Mill Creek and Old Gulph roads, Artl- 
niore, $6000; John Condon & Com- 
pany, private dwelling, west side 
Quarry lane north of Laurel lane, 
Haverford, $2500; Adam A. Ross, 119 
Bleddyn road, Ardmore, garage, $2500;

Month's Total Jumps. 

For the first time in a long while 
building permits in Lower Merion 
showed an increase over the same 
month last year. Fifty permits were 
issued in January, calling for new 
operations that will cost approxi- 
mately $485,660. This, according to 
Inspector Rahn, is an increase of three 
permits and of $157,510 in estimated 
costs over the total of January, 1927, 
when 47 permits were issued, for a 
cost of $328,141. 

Most of the month's activity was in 
the South Ardmore district, where the 
Sisters of the Sacred Heart will build 
an addition to their academy at a cost 
of $225,000. North Ardmore had the 
second greatest total, of $57,800. The 
General Wayne and Haverford dis- 
tricts were third and fourth, respec- 
tively, with totals of .$:;?. 700 and $37,- 
500 for the month. 

Cynwyd had the least amount of 
building for the mouth. Only one 
permit was issued, for a $20 advertis- 
ing sign. Bala was next lowest, with 
a permit for an $800 alteration. 

Alterations and additions led the 
month's total of operations, with 14 
permits for work estimated at $254,- 
700 including the addition to the 
academy. Private dwellings were 
covered by six permits at a cost of 
$79,000.

MORE ANNUALS 

Why did \vc leave out sweet peas when 
we mentioned the 12 most popular an- 
nuals? 

Because sweet peas arc a subject in 
themselves and really should be planted 
in November. However, Saint Patrick's 
Day, or perhaps March 18 this year, \yill 
be a good day to dig that trench in a 
sunny spot where brush, chicken wire or 
a frame work for many yards of twine 
will beautify the landscape. Alore about 
this later, meanwhile order sweet pea 
seeds. 

One seed man tells us that Salvia 
Splcndens, or scarlet sage, is a big seller — 
perhaps it is, but it only goes to prove 
that there is no accounting for tastes. 
Personally we would prefer a cooler color 
in our garden in the summer. Florists 
sell plants of scarlet sage. 

We listed Calendulas among the good 
ones, but we find that a lot of people plant 
African Marigolds. They grow three feet 
tall and are foolproof and come in shades 
of orange and yellow. A lot of them in 
October in a copper bowl wouldn't be 
half bad. Better order, or select, the 
copper bowl first. The French Marigolds 
only 12 inches tall are really better. 

Gypsophila, or baby's breath, is among 
the good annuals. Everyone knows how 
effective this is among other flowers in a 
vase or bowl, but several planting should 
be made in order to have it in bloom 
when you need it. Herein the annual has 
the advantage over the perennial which 
blooms when there is little else to go 
with it. The perennial takes a lot of 
space all season for a comparatively short 
season of bloom unless you get the new 
varieties, Bristol Fairy or Ehrlei. which 
bloom longer. 

For edging. Alyssum is most used and 
the low white is always effective. Little 
Gem is 4 inches tall and Tom Thumb 
ti inches. 

Ageratum for a blue edging. Blue 
Perfection \) inches. Little Blue Star 5 
inches. 

If you want Nasturtiums order some 
Klack leaf 40 nicotine with the seeds be- 
cause aphids pick on the poor Nasturti- 
ums, especially when they are poorly 
grown. 

Everlastings, or straw flowers, come in 
collections and of course are grown to 
be cut, dried and kept through the early 
winter. This reminds us that a great 
majority of the cutting flowers should be 
planted in a cutting garden, which can be 
a part of the vegetable garden, as they 
are not grown for garden effect and do 
not remain long on the plant.
